London — (IP) — The Hamburg 


jwners of the German sailing 
lip Pamir said today they pre- 
fjmed the four-masted bark had 
[een lost in the storm- lashed At- 
intic. 
, The owners held out hope, how- 
[ver, that some survivors of 85 
'board might still be found. 
The sailing vessel vanished Sat- 
rday after radioing that she had 
ost all her sails about 550 miles 
outhwest of the Azores. 
' The owners said 62 cadets, of 
Vhom 25 were on their first trip, 
lrere aboard the vessel. 
There 


•/ere 17 regular crew men and 7 
.fficers. This made a total of 86 
persons aboard. 


The finding of two empty life- 
ioats and a raft previously had 


raised fears the vessel had gone 
down. 


Rescue planes and ships criss- 


crossed the mid-Atlantic without 
finding a trace of the four-master 
that had weathered many a storm 
in her 52 years at sea. 


Her operators held out hope that 


the Pamir had survived the storm 
kicked up by Hurricane Carrie. It 
was pointed out the lifeboats and 
raft could have been ripped from 
their lashings. 


The Pamir, 
carrying 
barley 


from Buenos Aires, to Hamburg, 
radioed Saturday night that she 
was sinking about 600 miles west 
of the Azores. 


The ship was listing at 45 de- 


grees and all sails had been 
stripped away.

Washington, Pa. (S)—A thun- 


dering explosion today trapped 11 
men deep in the Marianna mine of 
Bethlehem Mines Corp. 


Hours later some of the trapped 


men reported via an emergency 
telephone line that all 11 were 
alive, but several had been burned, 
a police report said. 


Bethlehem 
officials 
reported 


shortly after noon that mine of- 
ficials on the scene repurt they 
know that six of the -men definite- 
ly are alive, although some of them 
may have sustained serious burns. 


The fate of the other five is not 


known, the company said. 


The company said the explosion 


of undetermined origin occurred 
at 7:15 a. m. and trapped the men 
approximately 550 feet below the 
surface. 


Rescue operations were proceed- 


ing. The nearest shaft was damag- 
ed by the explosion, and rescue 
crews were attempting to reach 
the men through an entrance near- 
ly five miles away. 


Work was slowed by lingering 


fires in some areas of the mine, 
police said. 


Trapped by the explosion were 


nine foremen, a fire boss and a 
pumper who had gone on an in- 
spection tour. 


The mine is near the small com- 


munity of Marianna 
about 45 


milea south of Pittsburgh. Bethle- 
hem Mines Corp. is an affiliate of 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., and pro- 
duces coal for Bethlehem steel 
mills. 


In 1907, before the mine was ac- 


quired by Bethlehem, an explosion 
killed 130 men there, ona of the 
most serious mine accidents on rec- 
ord in this coal-rich region of ex- 
treme southwestern Pennsylvania. 


Cause of today's blast was not 


determined immediately. 


Harrisburg — (S)—Voter ap- 


proval of two proposed constitu- 
tional amendments in the Nov. 5 
general election will raise two vex- 
ing problems for the 1959 Legisla- 
ture. 


The questions before the voters 


will be (1) Should absentee vot- 
ing be authorized for persons who 
are ill or unavoidably out of town, 
and (2) Whether to borrow 150 
million dollars to finance a bonus 
to Korean veterans. 


Both proposals to amend the 


commonwealth's basic law were 
passed by both the 1955 and 1957 
Legislatures with terminology that 
must be clarified by enabling leg- 
islation during future 
sessions. 


On the first question—absentee 
voting — neither Republican nor 
Democratic leaders would guess on 
how many more votes would be 
cast by liberalizing absentee vot- 
ing. 
Such votes are now limited 


to bedridden or hospitalized veter- 
ans or to servicemen on out-of- 
state assignments. 


The bonus was tied into the 


question of raising taxes to pay 
for a bond issue. The text of the 
proposed amendment sets out that 
the bonds cannot be issued until 
they have been financed by taxes 
to pay for them. 


Although the 1957 Legislature 


.fixed the bonus ceiling at $500 and 
otherwise set up the machinery for 
paying it, the next session must 
see action on taxes.

He said the first $200,009'*was 


loaned at a time when Teamsters 
Union members were refusing to 
cross the clerks' picket lines to 
make deliveries to and from the 
store. 


"The strike was called off," he 


said, adding that the committee 
will attempt to find out why.

Eisenhower Asks the Finance 
Ministers To Fight Inflation 


BY STERLING F. GREEN 


Washington —(JP)— President 


Eisenhower today appealed to the 
free world's finance ministers to 
fight inflation, lest global prosper- 
ity turn into a depression "and all 
the evil consequences \ve know 
so well." 


Eisenhower addressed the open- 


ing session of the boards of gov- 
ernor of the World Bank and In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, con- 
vening here for their 12th annual 
meeting with delegates from 64 
nations. 


He warned that inflation has be- 


come "a worldwide phenomenon 
today," and must be recognized 
as "a threat to sound economic 
growth." 


The problem calls for wise and 


courageous leadership in every 
country, the President declarad. 


Eisenhower had interrupted his 


Newport, R. I., vacation to ad- 
dress the 
colorful assembly of 


some 500 bank governors, alter- 
nates, delegates and observers. 
He received -warm applause. 


In an oblique reference to the 


problem of rising wage costs, 
blamed by some in this country 
for persistent inflationary pres- 
sures, Eisenhower suggested that 
the nations consider whether the 
sums they pay themselves are ris- 
ing in step with the goods and 
services they produce. 
1C so, he 


said, there is no impetus to rising 
prices. 


"But if our efficiency does not 


increase, if our productivity does 
not rise, we as nations will tend 
to fall into the costly error of 
overpaying ourselves for the work 
we do/' he said. 


"Along that road, as so many 


countries are again discovering, 
lies the spur to further inflation."

The Liberals of Dr. Ramon Villeda 
Morales, the popular "Little Bird" 
of Honduras" masses, today ap- 
peared a landslide winner in yes- 
terday's violence-marred elections. 


At least four killings were re- 


ported in clashes between political 
partisans in two provincial towns. 
Elsewhere voting was orderly and 
the military junta's promise of a 
free election appeared fulfilled. 


A constitutional assembly chosen 


hi the balloting will meet Oct. 21 
to form a new government replac- 
ing the junta that has ruled for a 
year. 


The assembly can declare itself 


a national congress and elect a 
president. If the Liberals win two 
thirds of the seats they could hand 
the presidency to Villeda Morales, 
former ambassador to Washington. 
He missed election by a slim mar- 
gin in 1954. 


On the other hand, the assembly 


could call instead for congressional 
and presidential elections. Villeda 
Morales says he 
prefers 
this 


course. 


There has been dissension in the 


Liberal party. Apparently Villeda 
Morales counts on the people to 
elect him over any other Liberal 
who might enter the race. 


On the basis of early returns, 


the Liberals were expected to win 
about 40 of the 
assembly's 58 


seats. 


A Liberal party victory had been 


expected. Abraham Williams, Na- 
tional Reformist leader, and Gen. 
Tiburcio Carias, former dictator 
and head of the Nationalists, pri- 
vately conceded the Liberals would 
win. 


Williams is a presidential aspir- 


ant. Carias wants the presidency 
for his son Gonzalo.

Little Rock, Ark. (&)—Eight Negro pupils walked quietly, and 


without hurrying, into Central High School today—while the crowd's 
attention was diverted by another incident—and then a swirl of snarl- 
ing men and screaming women tried to break through police lines. 


Police fought them off, clubbing two men, and apparently pulling 


a gun on another. 


Nobody got through. 


Pupils coming out of the school said three of the Negro boys who 


entered school had "blood on their clothing" and fights had broken out 
inside the building. 


The students told reporters the "Negroes were chased through 


the halls when classes changed" and were attacked by other stu- 
dents. 


It was a frightening sight. Women burst Into tears and a man, 


hoisted up on a wooden barricade, roared, 'Who's going through?" 


"We all are," the crowd shouted. But they didn't. 
The drama-packed climax of three weeks of integration struggle 


in Little Rock came just after the buzzer sounded inside the big 2000- 
pupil high school at 8:45, signaling the start of classes. 


Suddenly, on a street leading toward the school, the crowd spotted 


four Negro adults, marching 
in 


twos, tlown the 
center 
of 
the 


street. 


A man yelled, "Look, here come 


the niggers." 


They were not pupils. One ap- 


peared to be a newspaperman. He 
had a card in his hat and was 
carrying a camera. 


I jumped into a glass-windowed 


telephone booth on the corner. The 
scene was clearly visible. As the 
crowd surged toward the 
four 


Negroes, they broke and ran. 


But they were caught, on the 


lawn of a home" nearby. Whites 
jumped the man with the camera 
from behind, rode him 
to 
the 


ground, kicking and beating him. 
They smashed the camera. 


This, obviously was a planned 


diversionary movement to draw 
the crowd's atttention away from 
the school.

"A survey reveals that the well 


is not located on land belonging 
to the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania." 


The petition recommended that 


the profits be distributed to the 
more than 300 shareholders. 


The profits have been reported 


to the court as totalling $628,471. 
There are 371 shareholders in the 
the well. 


In a petition filed with the court 


last August, the state asked de- 
lay in the distribution, claiming 
that an informer had reported the 
well was on state property. The in-

from 
Charles 


Cameron, of Red Bank, N. J. Un- 
der a state law Cameron would be 
entitled to a $50,000 fee as an in- 
former if the state's claim were 
established. 


"Fickle Fanny" was the nick- 


name given to the well after it 
developed as a spectacxilar pro- 
ducer in the Leidy Field of Clinton 
County. Known officially as Tam- 
arac No. 1 
it produced gas only 


from February to October, 1952, 
but litigation among the

ants has delayed distribution of 
the profits.

Youth Congress—such things as 
these had already started Fryderyk 
asking 
himself 
uncomfortable 


questions when the famous Twen- 
tieth Party Congress was held in 
Moscow. As Party Secretary in his 
professional organization, he was 
the first to leceive the 
famous 


Khrushchev speech painting Josef 
Stalin in his tnie colors And this 
finished Fryderyk as a Commumst- 
by-religious-faith. 


"It was a terrible moment lor 


me," he said. "I am young, I sleep 
well. But that night I could ne\ er 
sleep until the sun came 
Aftei 


that, I began to see all quite new." 


So it went on, this curious inner 


history of Frydervk, through Po- 
land's time of rising ferment that 
ended in the glotious October days. 
\\hen he and others like him. young 
and old. woikeis and intellectuals, 
joined together to free their peo- 
ple. "Those days." said Frvderyk 
simply, "were the best in my life." 


Fryderyk is still a Communist. 


But he not only wants complete in- 
dividual fieedom, which largely ex- 
ists in Poland now. He also wants 
complete press 
freedom, 
which 


does not exist, plus a substantial 
free sector in the industrial and 
trading part of the economy, which 
the Gomulka government is dead 
against. In these ways, Fryderyk 
by no means represents the ruling 
Party apparatus in Poland. 


But Fryderyk is representative 


in two other ways which have a 
good deal of importance He repre- 
sents the young Polish Communist 
generation who must, after all, , 
some day take over from the older 
generation And he represents the 
many millions of Poles who will 
surely fight for the limited free- 
dom they have already won if any- 
one tries to take it away.

'Operation Help7 Really 
Proves Itself in Honolulu

ONE day two years ago a child in my city was set upon by other 


children—and killed, murdered, done to death at the age of 13. 


That night I wrote three columns. They proposed a new plan 


called "Operation Help" for the control of juvenile crime. 


They pleaded for a new municipal department to be called the 


Family Emergency Service, staffed by social workers operating 
•with subordinate police officers in teams of two. The service's 
function would be to make a team available by telephone call 
from any embattled parent or child, not only to bring under control 
the immediate conflict, but to judge the need for continuing ^elo 
and referral to community guidance agencies. 


T SUGGESTED that its telephone number be Reconciliation 1-1000 


—and that the number be widely publicized for what it was: 


security to which any child or parent strained beyond his strength 
could cry out the real appeal in his heart, "Bring us together again, 
please." 


, 
Among other newspapers, the columns appeared in the Honolulu 


Advertiser. One of its executives, Gerald B. Burtnett,-is also his 
city's community services director. He took the plan to its chief 
of police, its Children's Court people, its director of public wel- 
fare—and some time after, it was adopted under the name of 
Operation Help.

The other day from the juvenile crime prevention division of the 
^onolulu DOlice department. I received the first report on its 


• progress. 


•"PHE report says: "In January 1956 we adopted a bold new ap- 


proach in the field of prevention. Under this project, a child 


welfare worker is assigned to assist in the adjustment of family 
situations which appear to be contributory to the delinquency of 
a child or children. Providing direct referral to Operation Help 
has enhanced cooperation between police officer and social worker. 
It has resulted in faster and better service at less cost to the com- 
munity. We hope that it will be able to continue with its much- 
needed program." 


It added, "Proper counseling may change the whole future of a 


potential delinquent." 


I needed this news. For just last month in my mainland city's 


Children's Court, I had sat in on the arraignment of a group of 
shut-faced children charged with setting upon another child—and 
Trilling him, murdering him, doing him to death.
